years or more Jacob I. H yland of 
Brooklyn lived with a piece of a knife 
blade imbedded in his right lung. Hy­ 
land thought he was suffering from 
tuberculosis. 
He died in St. Luke his- 
pital ignorant of the fact th at it was 
a broken blade of a knife that had 
slowly killed him 
Physicians at St. L uke’s found the 
knife blade when they performed an 
autopsy on the body. How It got there 
was a m ystery which may never be 
solved, but physicians say it is likely 
th at the knife blade enter d H yland’s 
lung when he was a boy. The assum p­ 
tion is strengthened by the fact no 
wound was visible on the man s body. 
From the scanty inform ation Ryland 
gave the St. Luke authorities of the 
history of his case. his lung first both- 


I ered him two years ago. 
He thought 
then he had tuberculosis and physi­ 
cians at Johns Hopkins hospital. Bal­ 
timore. and at all the large hospitals 
In this city treated him for this dis­ 
ease.
